School Bus Safety Laws 


Must Be Enforced 


We find it hard to believe that any ~ 


person driving a school bus would fail 
to go the limit in observing the safety 
rules. 

Yet Col. E. S. Burke, director of the 
State Patrol education division, says 
that many bus drivers are careless, 
particularly about not stopping at rail- 
road crossings. His office is getting 
many complaints from over the state 
about this fault and others. 

The school bus driver is told that he 


must never rely. on what he knows 
about traintime or the usual crossing 
signals. He is to stop at the crossing 
and send a school patrolman to see if 
the tracks are clear. If a train is in 
sight, the driver must not proceed. If 
the school patrol signals it is safe to 
cross, the driver is required to put the 
yehicle in low gear and then to proceed. 

County school officials are charged 
with the responsibility of hiring com- 
petent drivers and seeing that the busses 
are in good condition. Evidently some 
of them are falling down on the job. 
We heard recently of a case in middle 
Georgia where the bus driver involved 
in a minor accident had no license. He 
was a hired man who said he was driv- 
ing under protest to his employer. 

Carelessness at the wheel of a school 
bus is not only inexcusable, it is criminal 
negligence. So is failure to maintain 
proper standards in personnel and 
equipment. 

The State Patrol has warned that it 
will act quickly to bring errant drivers 
and lax county authorities into line. It 
is imperative that it should.

t this stage, the consensus here seems 
to be that Republicans have the edge. This 
is attributed largely to the intensive work, 
at the precinct level, of ardent Eisenhower 
citizen committees’ volunteers. 


This has not been matched, at least thus 
far, by the Democratic organization, which 
is controlled by a new group of political 
figures. These are preconvention supporters 
of Sen. Estes Kefauver, who took over the 
Organization after the Tennessee senator’s 
whopping victory in the presidential primary 
over the old regular organization in this 
state. That battle left some scars, and the 
organization is handicapped not only by that 
but by the relatively ‘inexperienced new 
leadership and a shortage of campaign funds. 


An indeterminate factor in California, 
which might in the end become decisive, is 
in the aftermath of both national conven- 
tions at Chicago this year. 


Two figures with great influence in this 
state were left stranded at Chicago, stranded 
One was California’s own 
Earl Warren. He feels very bitter to- 
ward the party’s vice-presidential candidate, 
Sen. Richard M. Nixon, for what he regards 
as a Nixon ‘‘double-cross”’ in the younger 
man’s intensive activity there for General 
Eisenhower. 


The other influential figure here is the 
outsider, Senator Kefauver, whose popularity 
in this state is exemplified by the tremen- 
dous vote he rolled up in the Democratic 
presidential primary. So both parties are 
affected by the convention hangover and its 
factional splits. 


That in the Republican Party could very 
well be the most dangerous because of Gov- 
ernor Warren’s great influence, and it might 
be less apparent. 


During the height of the campaign here 
Governor Warren will be out of the state—on 
a two-week campaign tour for the national 
ticket that will take him to Macon and Sa- 
vannah, Ga., and Wichita Falls, Texas, 
which are hardly as important to the Re- 
publicans as California. He accepted the 
invitation from the national organization 
several weeks ago to make such a tour, and 
one might surmise that his absence from 
the state, by call of duty, does not displease 
him too much, considering the way the cam- 
paign has developed.

Nixon on the Spot 
About Tax Returns 


WASHINGTON—Gov, Adlai Stevensan and 
Sen. John Sparkman, the Democratic presi- 
dential team, have put Sen. Richard Nixon, 
the Republican vice-presidential candidate, 
on scmething of a spot in connection with 

his income tax returns. 
By making public a full 
statement of their returns 
over a period of the past 
10 years, the Democratic 
candidates have set an 
example which Mr. Nixon, 
in the face of the contro- 
versy raised over his ac- 
ceptance of private aid 
from a group of California 
millionaires, can hardly 
afford to ignore. More- 
over, Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, as the Re- 
publican standard bearer, has signified his 
intention to-make public his tax returns for 
the same period also. He has promised to 
do so as soon as he can find time to put 
the data together. 
No question has been raised about the 


propriety of the general’s tax returns. The 
only point, so far as known, that might be 


in the least embarrassing to him is that it 


will probably be shown that, whereas he 
made far more money than Governor Ste- 
venson, due chiefly to the proceeds of the 
postwar book he wrote, he actually paid 
less ‘taxes on his income. 


But the Nixon case is somewhat different. 
After the revelation of the $18,000 private 
fund raised in his behalf, demands were 
made that he give an accounting as to how 
the money was used. In his highly drama- 
tized telecast on the situation, he did give 
what purported to be a review of his finances 
since he was first elected to Congress in 
1946. Those who troubled to strike a bal- 
ance sheet on the figures he used came up 
with the interesting conclusion that the 
Nixon net wealth has increased by approxi- 
mately $30,000 during the past five and a 
half years, at a minimum. In short, he re- 


_ ported assets of around $65,000 against liabil- 


ities (in the way of loans and mortgages) 
of $35,000. The difference represents a net 
gain for the period, if we accept Mrs. Nixon’s 


story in the Saturday Evening Post about .

campaign of 1946.

$18,000 fund was used. All such inquiries 
have been brushed aside by him.

When and if the Eisenhower returns are 
made public, then widespread demands may 
be expected to be forthcoming for Nixon to 
follow suit. It is difficult to see how he 
could remain the lone holdout among the 
major party presidential teams.

Advocates of the county unit system of 
voting have challenged the truthfulness of 
some of the statements made by opponents 
of the constitutional amendment to be voted 
on in November. They admit, however, that 
for a political party to get the names of its 
candidates for state offices on the general 
election ballot they would have to be nomi- 
nated in a state-wide: primary held under the 
county unit system. 


In other words, if the Republicans ever 
decide to run a state ticket, they would have 
to hold a primary in which the county with 
the smallest number of Republicans in it 
would have as many votes as the Repub- 
licans of Pickens County. 


A foolish argument for the amendment | 
is that if the county unit system is ever done — 


away with, it would end separate schools for 
the whites and blacks. No other Southern 
state uses this system, and not a one of

tion of the races in the schools,

Mr. Lie did not comment upon 
the deadlock over the prisoner of 
war issue, which has just re- 
sulted in the indefinite suspension 
of the Panmunjom negotiations, 
but said that an armistice along 
the present battle line would be 
“the first great victory for the 
principle of world collective se- 
curity under law in the whole his- 
tory of the League of Nations and 
the United Nations put together.”’ 


Mr. Lie emphasized that the use 
of armed force by the United Na- 
tions had been authorized to drive 
the Communist invaders out of 
South Korea, not ‘‘to unify North 
and South Korea by force.’’

Forbids War

MOSCOW, Oct. 8 (#—Delegates 
to the 19th All-Union Communist 
Partv Congress, biggest meeting 
of Communist leaders in history, 
will take home this official party 
line: the USSR is so strong the 
people can work to build the So- 
viet economy without worrying 
about World War III. 
| The Congress is repeatedly hear- 
ing from Soviet leaders that, while 
these are dangerous times, the 
USSR is a bulwark of peace and, 
with the strength of the Commu- 
nist world rallied round it, can 
stave off war. No speaker made 
the suggestion that the world is on 
the brink of war. They said, rath- 
er, that ‘‘American  billionaires’’ 
prefer war to peace and generally 
denounced the United States. But 
all this, added up, would not nec- 
essarily mean war.

Needs Bulk, 


Proteins 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

It takes all kinds of diets and 
dietary tricks to please a reduc- 
ing family that numbers in the 
millions. One question that crops 
up is this: Is it preferable to eat 
so little in bulk that the stomach 
shrinks and is satisfied with less 
or to eat a quantity of nonfatten- 

*ing foods so as to feel pleasantly 
full and still not gain? 

On that score, your dietitian 
chooses the middle of the road. 
The kind of meal that is most 
satisfying to the largest number 
of reducers includes stick-to-the- 
ribs protein, some bulky foods 
for space fillers and a hot food 
for warmth and satisfaction. 


REDUCER WANTS SATIETY 


Satiety, or that nice feeling of 
having had a good meal, is what 
the reducer desires. Satisfaction 
in dining is both mental and 
physical. Space fillers do help to 
bring a cerain kind of satisfac- 
tion with very few calories. 

For this reason, a bulky salad, 
relishes, or crisp low-calorie 

_ products such as rusk, rye wa- 
fers and melba toast fill a need. 
To begin with, all such foods re- 
quire considerable chewing 
which in itself is satisfying. It’s 
an excellent plan for a dieter to 
have a dish of low-calroie rel- 
ishes on the table. 


START WITH SOUP 


Since overweights have a ten- 
dency to eat very fast to fill the 
void, a clear hot soup or bouillon 
at the beginning of the meal, 
along with the relishes, gives 
soothing comfort for few calories 
and seems to take the anxious 
edge off appetite. 

Reducing on balanced meals 
that include a variety of food is 
helpful for several reasons. Most

important, such meals are more 
likely to furnish all the protec- 
tive essentials for good nutrition.

 Helen’s Unhappy Childhood. 


Causes Distrustful Attitude 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: I am asking help for my closest 
friend, Helen, 40. Two years ago she met a man with whom she was 
soon in love. With something of desperation she clung to him and 


they were married in June, 1951. 


Now after a year of probably 
as much happiness as she will 
‘ever know, Helen has begun to 
analyze John’s every word, his 
every brief absence from home, 
every telephone call, to ‘‘prove’’ 
that he is preparing to leave her. 


There Helen stayed until she 
was 18 and had graduated from 
high school. Then she came to 
the city, found a job and cou- 
rageously worked her way to suc- 
cess. Her life on the farm had 
been a nightmare, under the in- 
human rule of her new step- 
mother, a religious fanatic. 
School meant humiliation and re- 
jection—but in the enforced 
solitude Helen studied. | 

She insists psychiatry couldn’t 
help. She says she knows what’s 
at the bottom of it—a history of 
rejection from the start of life. 
She was a foundling, parents un- 
known. Her foster mother died 
when Helen was 2. 

In the city, the pattern of so- 
cial rejection continued and lack- 


ing attractions of face or figure, 


her dates were few and far be- 
tween. Helen has often said to 
me, ‘‘People just don’t like me.”’
